From April 15 through 18, seventy-nine Mansfield 
University singers, including fifty-three undergraduate 
Concert Choir members and twenty-six MU Alumni 
singers, rehearsed and performed Bernsteins 
Candide in Carnegie hall under the 
direction of Rob Fisher.

There 
they stood on this historic 
stage amidst all of the 
glorious music-making and 
story-telling: seventy-nine 
voices from rural Mansfield,

He settled in the little village of 
Mitterfels, where he and his wife, Fran, vacationed several times 
a year making new friends and reconnecting with those from his 
army service years.
